Of  tliese  10  were  satisfactory  and  2 unsatisfactc 
The  defect  in  the  bath  bottom  has  steadily  .aT^r.scncd  during  the  season  and  I am 
therefore  very  pleased  that  the  Council  have  approved  my  scheme  of  improvement 
which  I hope  v/ill  be  put  into  effect  before  the  1957  season.
